A Grant County mother and daughter 
have been arrested for allegedly breaking 
into the Corinth Post Office and taking 
mail and packages. 

Melissa Courtney, 35, of Corinth, was 
charged July 19 with three counts of third- 
degree burglary, theft of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, tampering with physical evidence 
and possession of burglary tools. 

Her 18-year-old daughter, Katelyn N. 
Courtney, was charged with two counts of 
third-degree burglary, theft of a controlled 
substance and tampering with physical 
evidence. 

“They stole mail and packages,” Grant 
County Sheriff Chuck Dills said. “In some 
of the packages they stole, there were pre¬ 
scription drugs. According to Katelyn, 
they were looking for any money that was 
sent in the mail like in a birthday card or 
something.” 

The Corinth Post Office was broken 
into on June 30 and July 3, leading the 
United States Postal Service to offer a 
reward of up to $10,000 for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of 
those responsible.

Harvesting, curing 
root crops

P otatoes, garlic and onions: these tree 
vegetables are staples worldwide largely 
because of their versatility and their 
storage-ability. Late July and August is when our 
spring planted onions, garlic and potatoes reach 
maturity and are ready for harvest. If you want to 
harvest some new potatoes, onions or garlic before 
they reach maturity enjoy them at the table in short 
order; however, if you want to store them it is 
important to harvest them at the correct time. 
Check your seed packet or variety information for 
details about how many days are expected for 
maturity, some varieties may take longer than 
others. 

Garlic is the easiest in my experience. Wait for 
the tops to die back completely and then use a 
garden fork to loosen the soil so you can pull up 
your crop. If you harvest them green you will find 
that the cloves have not fully formed so a complete 
die-back is critical. Cloves usually begin to form 
after the summer solstice in late June. Once 
harvested leave the garlic bulb and stem intact and 
lay over a screen, or some similar device, for about 
one to two weeks in a shaded well-ventilated 
location (i.e. the garage). Once the bulbs feel dry 
braid them all together (which is easier said than 
done) or cut the stems leaving a couple of inches 
above the bulb and store in a mesh bag. A cool, 
dark storage space with good ventilation is ideal. 

The signal that your onions are ready for harvest 
can be seen above the soil, as well. The tops of the 
plants will begin to flop over and die back. Once 
about half of the tops have turned brown and 
flopped over the onion are at their peak for 
harvesting. You don’t want to harvest too early 
because the bulb size will be small, they will cure 
slowly and will be more 
likely to decay before you 
use them. Putting off harvest 
too long also increases the 
chances of decay. 

Increase the harvest 
of onions 

During the curing process, 
you want to cut the tops back 
to about two inches and lay 
them out on a screen in that 
same dry, well-ventilated, 
shaded place your garlic 
enjoyed for about two weeks. 
As they cure the necks shrink 
up and phenolic compounds 
accumulate there which helps 
to stop rot. Those onions 
with thicker necks have a harder time protecting 
themselves from rot so go ahead and sort those out 
and use them first. Those that look clean and have 
the remaining tops snipped after two weeks of 
curing. Onions are most successfully stored at 32 
degrees with a low humidity level. Rot and 
sprouting during the bulb’s dormant period are 
more prevalent when they are stored at temperatures 
above 40. 

Other ways to increase your onion harvest and 
successful storage is to start with the right variety 
at planting time. In Kentuckiana we should plant 
intermediate-day length onions (these onions set 
bulbs when day-length averages 12-14 hours) 
including the varieties ‘Super Star’, ‘Candy’, 
‘Ebenezer’, ’Stuttgarter’, ‘Spartan Sleeper’, 
‘Storage King’, ‘Sterling’ and ‘Big Daddy’; and 
most of these prove to be good storage onions as 
well. Interestingly, the more pungent the onion the 
better it stores because of higher levels of the 
phenolic compound which helps to keep disease 
down in the bulb. 

Potatoes, depending on the variety, can be 
harvested early, mid or late season taking as little as 
70 days to maturity up to 135 days. For storage 
potatoes wait until the tops have completely died 
back. Some gardeners recommend waiting another 
week or two after this before digging so that the 
skin has a chance to harden off. If you do not do 
this then be sure to let them cure once dug. 

Sort your potatoes and keep the bruised or cut 
ones for eating now; set the clean ones aside so 
they can cure for one to two weeks at 65-70 degrees 
and high relative humidity. Once they are cured 
they are ready to be stored in a cool, moist, dark 
place that maintains a temperature between 40-50 
degrees. Do not refrigerate. This makes the starch 
turn to sugar.

Thayer to appear on ‘Daily Show’

Comedy Central’s “Daily 
Show” has filmed a segment 
that will feature state Sen. 
Damon Thayer discussing 
a LaRue County ordinance 
nullifying a failed state law 
nullifying a failed federal 
gun-control law. 

Thayer, a Grant County 
Republican who is leader of 
the state Senate’s GOP ma¬ 
jority, said he was contacted 
a few weeks ago by produc¬ 


ers of “The Daily 
Show,” a daily satire 
of the news media 
and national politics 
that tends to lean left. 

A LaRue County- 
area newspaper wrote 
a story about the or¬ 
dinance, which got 
picked up by The As¬ 
sociated Press, which 
then dropped into 
the radar of “Daily 
Show” producers. 

So last week, “The Daily 
Show” dispatched a film 


crew with 
“reporter” Ja¬ 
son Jones to 
Kentucky, to 
Georgetown 
on Thursday 
for a sit-down 
with Thayer. 
Jones actu¬ 
ally is a co¬ 
median, not a 
newsperson. 
Thayer 
met the film crew attired in 
a suit and tie, and took their 
questions in his living room. 


Later, he said, he showed 
them his horses. 

“I don’t watch the show. 
I’ve had people tell me it 
was a fearless thing to do,” 
Thayer said, referring to 
“The Daily Show’s” ten¬ 
dency to subtly ridicule its 
film-segment interviewees. 

“I’m sure the way they 
edit it will have a slant. 
That’s fine, too,” Thayer 
said. 

Thayer said producers in¬ 
dicated the segment may be 
on Thursday night’s show.

When Grant County 
Sheriff’s Deputies went 
to execute warrants at a 
Williamstown home last 
week, they ended up ar¬ 
resting four of the same 
family. 

According to Grant 
County Sheriff Chuck 
Dills, deputies went to 
a home on Charlotte 
Heights to serve a war¬ 
rant on Marylyn K. Ab¬ 
ney, 49, for unlawful 
transaction with a minor 
third degree at 10:55 
a.m. on July 17. 

Abney was lodged in 
the Grant County Deten¬ 
tion Center. She was later 
served with an additional 
warrant for non-payment 
of fines out of Grant 
County District Court. 

Police were also ar¬ 
rested Isaac Abney, 19, 
on two warrants for theft 
by unlawful taking of a 
firearm and theft by un¬ 
lawful taking from a ve¬ 
hicle. 

While some officers 


searched the home for 
Malachi Abney, who 
also has outstanding 
warrants, other officers 
interviewed Marylyn on 
the front porch when they 
noticed a vehicle driving 
slowly past the house. 

“We thought the pas¬ 
senger in the vehicle 
looked like the subject 
we were inside searching 
for,” said Dills. 

After stopping the car, 
police arrested Bradley 
Plunkett, 25, of William¬ 
stown, on a warrant for 
promoting contraband 
second degree. 

The driver, Michael 
P. Allen, 40, of William¬ 
stown was cited and re¬ 
leased for operating on a 
suspended license. 

When police checked 
the license on the car, 
they determined it was 
not valid, so they went to 
Paris Street to the home 
of the car’s owner, Kelly 
Abney, and arrested her 
for failure to pay fines for 
theft by deception. Kelly 
Abney, 49, was lodged in 
the Grant County Deten¬ 


tion Center. 

The GCSO was as¬ 
sisted by Williamstown 
Police Chief A1 Rich and 
Assistant Police Chief 
Robert Reed. 


Police are continu¬ 
ing to search for Mala¬ 
chi Abney.

Erin M. Arrington, 23, of Crit¬ 
tenden, was charged with theft by 
unlawful taking-purse snatching 
and third-degree criminal mischief. 

Upon investigation, Dills said 
deputies learned Arrington also had 
two active warrants out on her — 
one from Grant County for posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance first 
degree-heroin and one from Boone 
County for trafficking a controlled 
substance first degree-heroin. 

Arrington told deputies that she 
stole the purse because she was ad¬ 
dicted to heroin, according to Dills. 


The loss prevention department 
at Wal-Mart had been keeping an 
eye on Arrington because of suspi¬ 
cious actions, said Dills. 

She had been in the store for 
up to two hours, pushing around a 
shopping cart with a few items in¬ 
side. 

“What she had in the cart was 
some frozen goods,” Dills said. 
“With the two-hour time period and 
her being arrested on top of it, those 
items had been damaged because 
they had thawed out. They weren’t 
able to be sold so that’s where the 


criminal mischief comes from.” 

Arrington was lodged in the 
Grant County Detention Center. 

Deputy Mike Wright is in charge 
of the investigation. 

While it did not occur in this in¬ 
cident, Dills said female customers 
always need to make sure that they 
do not place their purse in a cart 
while shopping and turn away. 

“I commend Deputy Reeves for 
stopping the purse snatching plus 
he apprehended a fugitive,” Dills 
said. “No matter off duty, we’re still 
sworn to uphold the law.”

Dry Ridge business offers surprise

If you’re looking for an unexpected surprise, 
smack dab in the middle of Dry Ridge, then 
you’ve found Serendipity, a new business ven¬ 
ture among five friends. 

Serendipity is open 10 am. to 4 pm. Fri¬ 
day, Saturday and Sunday. The shop is an older 
brown, brick home on Broadway and is full 
of furniture, some old, some newer and some 
re-purposed with a snazzy coat of paint. It also 
features original art, paintings, antiques and 
jeweliy. 

“We just want this place to be a pleasant sur¬ 
prise when people stop in,” said Paul Jacob. 

Jacob, along with Mary Schoenman Lucas, 
John Osborne, Shannon Webster, Penny Ken¬ 
tosh and David Long, decided to open a venue 
for the “collections or treasures” they have filled 
their homes, bams and other spaces with. 

Lucas, and five other friends opened Sweet

Lucas, Osborne and Jacobs have also 
worked together for a number of years at Lucas 
Pools, the business that Lucas and her husband, 
Ollie, own in Williamstown. 

Future additions to the inventory include 
a collection of leather-bound Louis Lamour 
books and custom-made furniture by David 
Amorese of Dry Ridge. 

Nearly all of them grew up around antiques 
and art. 

“I guess you could say I’m a lifer,” Lucas 
said.

Grant County Schools Education Rights 


Notice of Rights under the Family Education Rights and Privacy Act 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents and eligible 
students (students over 18 years of age, who are married, or who are attending a 
postsecondary institution) the following rights with respect to the student’s education 
records. 

1. The right to inspect and review the student’s education records within forty-five 
(45) calendar days of the day the district receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students submit a written request to the school principal/designee that 
identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. The Principal arranges for access and notifies 
the parent or eligible student of the time and place where the records may be inspected. 

2. The right to request the amendment of the student’s education records that the 
parent or eligible student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of 
the student’s privacy or other rights. 

Parents or eligible students may ask the district to amend a record they believe is 
inaccurate, misleading or in violation of privacy or other rights. The parent writes the 
school principal, clearly identifying the part of the record they want changed, and 
specifying why it is inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of their privacy or other rights. 
If the district decides not to amend the record as requested by the parent or eligible 
student, the district notifies the parent or eligible student of the decision and advises them 
of their right to a hearing regarding the request for amendment. Additional information 
regarding the hearing procedures are provided to the parent or eligible student when 
notified of the right to a hearing. 

3. The right to consent to disclosures of personally identifiable information 
contained in the student’s education records, except to the extent that FERPA 
authorizes disclosure without consent. 

The district may disclose records to school officials with legitimate educational interests. 
A school official is a person employed by the district as an administrator, supervisor, 
instructor, or support staff member (including health or medical staff and law enforcement 
unit personnel); a person serving on the School Board; a person or company with whom 
the district has contracted to perform a special task (such as an attorney, auditor, medical 
consultant, or therapist); or a parent or student serving on an official committee, such as a 
disciplinary or grievance committee, or assisting another school official in performing his 
or her tasks. A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs to 
review an education record in order to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the district discloses education records without consent to officials of 
another school district in which a student seeks or intends to enroll or to other entities 
authorized by law. 

4. The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of Education concerning 
alleged failures by the District to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

5. The Superintendent or the Superintendent’s designee is authorized to release 
Board approved directory information. 

Directory Information is information contained in an educational record which would not 
generally be considered harmful or an invasion of privacy if disclosed. This information 
may be released without consent. This information may include the student’s name, 
address, telephone number, date and place of birth, major field of study, participation in 
officially recognized activities and sports, weight and height of members of athletic teams, 
dates of attendance, degrees and awards received, and most recent educational agency or 
institution attended. 

Any eligible student, parent, or guardian who does not wish to have directory information 
released notifies the Superintendent in writing on or before September 30 or each school 
year or within thirty (30) calendar days after the Annual FERPA Notice has been 
distributed. The written request must specifically state what information may not be 
classified as “Directory Information”. 

6. The district keeps educational records in a secure location in each school and 
Board office. 

7. The district obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student before 
disclosing personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not 
authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

8. For students who have been determined eligible for special education, education 
records are destroyed at the request of the parent when they are no longer 
needed to provide educational programs or services. 

The district may destroy the educational records of a child without a parent’s request five 
(5) years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social 
Security benefits or other purposes. The district may retain, for an indefinite period of 
time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
record, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children determined eligible for special education include those children with disabilities 
who have a hearing impairment, visual impairment, emotional-behavioral disability, deaf¬ 
blindness, other health impairment, specific learning disability, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, speech or language impairment, developmental delay, orthopedic impairment, 
autism, or traumatic brain injury, and who because of such an impairment need special 
education services. 

CHILD FIND SYSTEM 

The Child Find system is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child, age three (3) 
to twenty-one (21) years, who resides in a home, facility, or residence within its 
geographical boundaries, who may have a disability and be in need of special education. 
This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home 
school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and 
those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving special 
education. 

The district makes sure any child enrolled in the district who has a disability, regardless of 
how severe the disability, is provided an appropriate education at no cost to the parents of 
the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged 
to help the district find any child who may have a disability and need special education 
services. The district needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; the 
name, address, and phone number of the parent or guardian; the possible disability; and 
other information to determine if special education is needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the district collects the information needed. 
The information the district collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and 
find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for special education services.

Child Find activities continue throughout the school year. As part of these efforts, the 
district uses screening information, student records, and basic assessment information 
collected on all children in the district to help locate those children who have a disability 
and need special education. Any information the district collects through Child Find is 
maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures are on file that describes the district’s requirements 
regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and Child Find 
activities. Copies are maintained in each school, and in the Board of Education office.

While the 
Kentucky State Police 
were in charge of the 
investigation, Dills 
said he was contacted 
by the postmaster and 
a postal inspector 
about setting up sur¬ 
veillance cameras at 
the facility after the 
second break-in. 

“We set up the 
cameras in a couple locations 
within the post office,” Dills 
said. “On July 7, we captured 
two females hying to break in 
to the same sliding, pull-down 
door that had been broken 
into before. This time, it was 
more secure and they couldn’t 
get in.” 

Dills forwarded the sur¬ 
veillance photos to the post 
office and other residents in 
the Corinth area, but was 
unable to get an identification 
on the suspects. 

“Knowing one of the girls 
was a younger girl, we reached 
out to kids around high-school 
age to give us a positive ID 
and they did of Katelyn,” 
Dills said. 

Katelyn attends Grant 
County High School and 
would be a senior in August, 
according to Dills. 

The sheriff’s office located 


Katelyn’s residence on 
Thomas Lane and arrested 
her on July 17. 

“I showed her a picture we 
had of the video and had her 
ID the person who was with 
her,” Dills said. “She stated it 
was her mother that was in the 
picture with her. That night 
she admitted to the other bur¬ 
glaries.” 

Katelyn’s mother, Melissa, 
was in the Georgetown area at 
the time of her daughter’s 
arrest and was supposed to 
turn herself in, according to 
Dills. 

However, the mother was 
not located until July 19 when 
she was found in a vehicle 
near her residence in the vicin¬ 
ity of the Corinth City 
Building. 

The mother-daughter duo 
are lodged in the Grant County 
Detention Center. 


KTC awards funds for asphalt projects 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet awarded more than 
$54 million last month for asphalt rehab projects. 

Grant County was included in the projects for a 1.3-mile 
section of Dixie Highway (U.S. 25) from Ridgelea Drive in 
Williamstown to 500 feet south of Hogan’s Parkway in Dry 
Ridge. Bluegrass Paving, Inc. was awarded the contract for 
$118,430. The completion date is Nov. 15,2013. 

Grant County also benefited from the state’s intersection 
improvement plan. Grant County was one of three counties 
awarded money to rehab and repave intersections as part of the 
Kentucky Highway Plan. 

The transportation cabinet awarded Bluegrass Contracting 
Corp. the contract for $465,877 to rehab an intersection at N. 
Main Street (U.S. 25) and Ky. 36, a distance of 0.06 miles. The 
completion date on the project is set for Oct. 31..
